vernments have failed. It was announced: in 
New York on. tho l4th of March that a treaty 
between tho United States and China prohibiting 
the entry of Chinese Inbourers into the United 
States for a poriol of twenty yoars has been 
signed. Whilst this effectual remady bus bean 
secured for the United States, tho Australian 
colonies are atill fighting tho quostion with their 
hands tied. eae ' : 

At tho’ very moment when Amarican diplo- 
macy hud sicceeded, the” Premier of Queensland 
issued an address to the North Brisbane electors 
in which he doclsres his boliof that all Quoons- 
}lahad can be cultivated by whites, and that the 
Chinese shouldbe excluded; but the exelusion is 
to be partial only, au exclasion dependent on 
tho ‘operation of an increased poll tax, the pro- 
hibilion. of nator: ion, and a tax on residence. 

In Sydney, Victoria, and New Zoaland leading 
statesmen aro- propounding remedies somewhat 
similar to Sir Samuel Grifith’s. Bat all their 
speeches: are in a half-hosrted and despairing 
vein.

But direct 
commounication with intolligent- Chinose, and 
especially with the lileratt of China (from whom 
the governing classes aro drawn), sdoa taught 
ame that I was mistakun. My interviews ot 
‘Tiontsin with Li Hung-ohang and at- Peking 
with Princo Kang and othor. mombers of the 
‘Tsung-li Yamen convinced me thet the oxperi- 
ence T had gained in Hongkong and Canton was 
well founded, and that, so far from there beiug in 
China any gencral objection to the policy of pro-
